An  order  designed  to  provide  approximately  1,050,000,000  pounds  of  lard  to 
meet.  war.  renuirements  this  year  was  announced  today  by  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
Claude  R.  Wickard.  - 

Under,  the  directive,  Food  Distribution  Order  No.  20,  federally  inspected 
packers,  beginning  Feb.  14,  will  be  required,  in  effect-,  to  reserve  50  percent  of 
their  weekly  lard  production  for  purchase  by  the  Food  Distribution  Administration. 

Desoite  the  reservation  order,  however,  civilian  supplies  of  lard  during 
1943  will  be  increased  slightly  over  amounts  available  in  1942.     Since  the  order 
applies  only  to  federally  inspected  pickers,  it  will  not  affect  the  about 
800,000,000  pounds  of  non-inspected  lard  expected  to  be  produced  this  year.  This, 
together  with  the  other  half  of  the  lard  from  inspected  packers  available  to 
civilians  —  1,050,000,000  pounds  —  would  give  a  total  1943  supply  of  1,850, 
000,000  oounds.     Last  year  civilian  supplies  totaled  about  1^846,000,000  pounds. 
The  increase  in  civilian  supplies  over  1942  may  be  larger,  if  production  this 
year  exceeds  -  present  estimates. 

Current  purchases  of  lard  by  the  Food  Distribution  administration  are  not  at 
levels  high  enough  to  meet  immediate'  urgent  requests  of  the  United  Nations  for 
.export  shipment .    Therefore,  Secretary  Wick.trd  issued  today's  reservation  order 
so  that  this  necessary  food  i.aj  be  started  to  the  battle  fronts  right  away. 

To  simplify  administration  of  the  order,  FDA  is  the  only  Government  agency 
to  which  packers  may  sell  their  Government  Quotas  of  lard.     In  this  way,  offers 
to  the  FDA  and  present  i-eports  on  lard  production  can  be  used  to  check  compliance 
with  the  order,  and  no  additional  reports  may  be  required.    No  other  Government 
agencies  purchase  large  quantities  of  lard,  so  it  is  expected  that  FDA  can  con- 
solidate all  Government  purchases  on  a  satisfactory  basis.

December  5,  1942,  and  to  assure  an  adequate  supply  and  efficient  distribution  of 
lard  and  Tendered  pork  fat  to  meet  war  and  civilian  needs,  IT  IS  HEREBY  ORDERED 
as  follows:

(2)  "Rendered  pork  fat"  means  rendered  pork  fat  as  defined  in  the  regula- 
tions promulgated  under  the  Meat  Inspection  Act,  Amendment  13  to  E.A.I, 
Order  211,  Revised,  9  CFR,  1940  Sup.  1.1.  (dd), 

(3)  "Packer"  means  any  person,  partnership,  corporation,  association, 
or1  other  business  entity  engaged  in  producing  lard  or  rendered  pork 
fat  and  operating  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Meat  Inspection 
Act, 

(4)  "Offer  to  sell"  means  to  offer  lard  or  rendered  pork  fat  for  sale 
to  a  governmental  agency,  on  contract  forms  furnished  by  and  in 
accordance  with  specifications  furnished  by  such  agency,  at  prices 
not  exceeding  the  ceiling  prices  established  by  the  Office  of  Price 

'  Administration,  for  delivery  within  not  more  than  60  days  from  the 
date  of  Offer. 

(5)  "Governmental  agency"  means  the  Food  Distribution  Administration, 
the  Federal  Surplus  Commoditie s  Corporation,  and  any  other  govern- 
mental agency  designated  by  the  Director. 

(6)  "Director"  means  the  Director  of  Food  Distribution,  Unites}  States 
Department  of  Agriculture,  or  any  employee  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture  designated  by  the  Director. 

(b)     Restrictions  on  packers. 

(1)  Every  packer  shall  set  aside. on  a  calendar  week  basis  and  hold  for 
delivery  to  a  governmental  agency  a  quantity  of  lard  and  rendered 
pork  fat"  equal  to  his  total  production  produced  or  rendered  during 
the  week  beginning  with  the  first  day  of  the  calendar  week  following 
the  date  of  the  issuance  of  this  order  and  each  subsequent  week 
thereafter,    The  lard  or  rendered  pork  fat  required,  to  be  Set  aside  . 
hereunder  need  not  be  se.  re.gat.ed,  but  way  be-  mixed,  commingled,  or 
stored  in  common  with  other  lard  or  rendered  pork  fat  of  the  same 
grade  and  quality. 

(2)  If  no  governmental  agency  his,  within  60  days  after  the  close  of 
any  weekly  period,  purchased,  contracted  to  purchase,  offered,  to 
purchase,  or  manifested  to  any  packer  its  intention  or  desire  to* 
purchase  the  entire  amount  of  lard  and  rendered  pork  fat  required 
to  be  set  aside  under  this  order  during  said  weekly  period,  the 
amount  thereof  not  sold,  contracted  for  sale,  or  sought  for ' purchase 
is  released  from  the  restrictions  of  subparagraph  (b)   (l)  hereof 

and  may  be  disposed  of  by  such  packer  at  his  discretion. 

(3)  Notwithstanding  any  of  the  provisions  in  subparagraph  (b).  (1) 
her-: of,  any  packer  who  after  the  date  hereof  has  made  an  offer 

to  3<ill  or  who  has  sold  or  contracted  to  sell  to  any  governmental 
agency  a  quantity  of  lard  or  rendered  pork  fat  equivalent  to  50 
percent  of  th.  .  total  amount,  of  lard  and  rendered  pork  fat  produced 
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during  any  weekly,  period  or  periods  may,  at  his  option,  sail  and 
dispose  of  the  remainder  of  the  amount  produced  during  such  periods. 

All  lard  and  rendered  pork  fat  set  aside  pursuant  to  the  nrovisions 
hereof  shall  "be  stored  in  such  a  manner  as  to  maintain  the  quality 
of  such  lard  or  rendered  pork  fat. 

The  restrictions  hereof  shall  he  observed  without  regard  to  the 
rights  of  creditors,  prior  contracts,  existing  contracts,  payments 
made,  or  to  deliveries  of  lard  or  rendered  pork  fat  made  prior  tc* 
the  date  hereof.     1his  order  shall  not'  however,  he  construed  as  reducing 
the  amount  of  lard  or  rendered  pork  fat  which  any  packer  is  required 
to  offer,  or  to  deliver  under  any  existing  contract  with  any 
governmental  agency,  hut  any  lard  or  rendered  pork  fat  required  to  be 
delivered  after  the  effective  date  of  this  order  to  any  governmental 
agency  pursuant  to  a  preexisting  contract  may  be  used  in  computing  the 
percentage  of  lard  or  rendered  pork  fat  offered  to  a  governmental 
agency  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  subparagraph  (b)   (3)  hereof. 

(c)  Records  and  reports.     Every  packer  subject  to  this  order  shall  keep  an 
accurate  record  of  the  number  of  pounds  of  lard  and  rendered  pork  fat 

-  produced  during  each  weekly  period  and  shall  maintain  such  other  records 
for  such  periods  of  time  as  the  director  may  designate  and  shall  execute 
and  file  such  reports  upon  such  forms  and  shall  submit  such  information 
-  ,   as  the  Director  may  from  time  to  time,  request  or  direct,   nr.d  within  such 
times  as  he  may  prescribe.     (Record  keeping  requirement  in  this  Order 
approved  by  the  Bureau  of  the  .Budget.) 

(d)  Audits  and  inspection.? .     Every  packer  subject  to  this  order  stall,  uron 
reouest,  permit  inspections  at  all  reasonable  times  of  his  stocks  of  lard 
and  rendered  nork  fat,  and  of  the  premises  used  in  his  business',  -nnd  all 
his  books,  records,  and  accounts  shall  uron  request,  be  'Submitted  to  audit 
and  inspection  by  the  Director. 

(e)  Territorial  scope.     The  provisions  of  this  order  shall  apply  only  to  the 
operations  of  packers  conducted  within  any  of  the  48  States  or  the 
District  of  Columbia. 

(f)  Petition  for  relief  from  hard:  ship .     Any  person  affected  by  this  order  who 
considers  that  compliance  herewith  would  work  an  exceptional  and  unreasona- 
ble hardship  on  him  may  petition,  in  writing  (in  triplicate),  for  relief 

to  the  Director,   setting  forth  in  saud  petition  all  pertinent  facts  and 

the  nature   of  the  relief  sought.     The  Director  may  thereupon  take  such  actin 

as  he  deems  appropriate  and  such  action  by  the  Director  shall  be  final., 

(g)  Violations .     Any  person  who  willfully  violates  any  provision  of  this 
order  or  who  by  any  act  or  omission  falsifies  records  to  be  kept  or 
information  to  be  furnisher  pursuant  to  this  order,  or  who  willfully 
conceals  a  material  fact  concerning  a  matter  within  the  scope  of  this 
order,  may  be  prohibited  from  receiving  or  making  further  deliveries 
of  any  material  subject  to  allocation  and  such  further  action  may  be 
taken  against  him  as  the  Director  deems  appropriate,   including  recom- 
mendations for  prosection  under  Section  35  a  °f  the  Criminal  Code 

(18  U.S.C.  19U0  ed.  80),  under  paragraph  5  of  Section  3,01  of  Title 

III  of  the  Second  War  Powers  Act,  and  under  any  and  all  other  applicable 

laws ,

packers  required  to  set  aside  lard  and 
rendered  pork  fat 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  me 
by  Executive  Order  No.  9280,  dated  De- 
cember 5,  1942,  and  to  assure  an  adequate 
supply  and  efficient  distribution  of  lard 
and  rendered  pork  fat  to  meet  war  and 
civilian  needs.  It  is  hereby  ordered,  As 
follows: 

§  1410.1  Lard  and  rendered  pork  fat 
required  to  bi  set  aside — (a)  Definitions. 
When  used  in  this  regulation  unless 
otherwise  distinctly  expressed  or  mani- 
festly incompatible  with  the  intent 
thereof : 

(1)  "Lard"  means  lard  as  denned  in 
the  regulations  promulgated  under  the 
Meat  Inspection  Act,  Amendment  13  to 
B.  A.  I.  Order  211,  Revised,  9  CPR,  1940 
Sup.  1.1  (cc) . 

(2)  "Rendered  pork  fat"  means  ren- 
dered pork  fat  as  denned  in  the  regula- 
tions promulgated  under  the  Meat  In- 
spection Act,  Amendment  13  to  B.  A.  I. 
Order  211,  Revised,  9  CFR,  1940  Sup.  1.1 
(dd). 

(3)  "Packer"  means  any  person,  part- 
nership, corporation,  association,  or 
other  business  entity  engaged  in  produc- 
ing lard  or  rendered  pork  fat  and  operat- 
ing pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Meat  Inspection  Act. 

(4)  "Offer  to  sell"  means  to  offer  lard 
or  rendered  pork  fat  for  sale  to  a  govern- 
mental agency,  on  contract  forms  fur- 
nished by  and  in  accordance  with  speci- 
fications furnished  by  such  agency,  at 
prices  not  exceeding  the  ceiling  prices 
established  by  the  Office  of  Price  Admin- 
istration, for  delivery  within  not  more 
than  60  days  from  the  date  of  offer. 

(5)  "Governmental  agency"  means 
the  Food  Distribution  Administration, 
the  Federal  Surplus  Commodities  Corpo- 
ration, and  any  other  governmental 
agency  designated  by  the  Director. 

(6)  "Director"  means  the  Director  of 
Food  Distribution,  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  or  any  employee  of 
the  United  States  Department  of  Agri- 
culture designated  by  the  Director. 

(b)  Restrictions  on  packers.  (1) 
Every  packer  shall  set  aside  on  a  calen- 
dar week  basis  and  hold  for  delivery  to  a 
governmental  agency  a  quantity  of  lard 
and  rendered  pork  fat  equal  to  his  total 
production  produced  or  rendered  during 
the  week  beginning  with  the  first  day  of 
the  calendar  week  following  the  date  of 
the  issuance  of  this  order  and  each  sub- 
sequent week  thereafter.  The  lard  or 
rendered  pork  fat  required  to  be  set  aside 
hereunder  need  not  be  segregated,  but 
may  be  mixed,  commingled,  or  stored  in 


common  with  other  lard  or  rendered 
pork  fat  of  the  same  grade  and  quality 

(2)  If  no  governmental  agency  has, 
within  60  days  after  the  close  of  any 
weekly  period,  purchased,  contracted  to 
purchase,  offered  to  purchase,  or  mani- 
fested to  any  packer  its  intention  or 
desire  to  purchase  the  entire  amount  of 
lard  and  rendered  pork  fat  required  to 
be  set  aside  under  this  order  during  said 
weekly  period,  the  amount  thereof  not 
sold,  contracted  for  sale,  or  sought  for 
purchase  is  released  from  the  restric- 
tions of  paragraph  (b)  (1)  hereof  and 
may  be  disposed  of  by  such  packer  at 
his  discretion. 

(3)  Notwithstanding  any  of  the  pro- 
visions in  paragraph  (b)  (1)  hereof,  any 
packer  who  after  the  date  hereof  has 
made  an  offer  to  sell  or  v/hc  has  sold  or 
contracted  to  sell  to  any  governmental 
agency  a  quantity  of  lard  or  rendered 
pork  fat  equivalent  to  50  percent  of  the 
total  amount  of  lard  and  rendered  pork 
fat  produced  during  any  weekly  period  or 
periods  may,  at  his  option,  sell  and  dis- 
pose of  the  remainder  of  the  amount  pro- 
duced during  such  periods. 

(4)  All  lard  and  rendered  pork  fat  set 
aside  pursuant  to  the  provisions  hereof 
shall  be  stored  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
maintain  the  quality  of  such  lard  or 
rendered  pork  fat. 

(5)  The  restrictions  hereof  shall  be  ob- 
served without  regard  to  the  rights  of 
creditors,  prior  contracts,  existing  con- 
tracts, payments  made,  or  to  deliveries 
of  lard  or  rendered  pork  fat  made  prior 
to  the  date  hereof.  This  order  shall  not, 
however,  be  construed  as  reducing  the 
amount  of  lard  or  rendered  pork  fat 
which  any  packer  is  required  to  offer,  or 
to  deliver  under  any  existing  contract 
with  any  governmental  agency,  but  any 
lard  or  rendered  pork  fat  required  to  be 
delivered  after  the  effective  date  of  this 
order  to  any  governmental  agency  pur- 
suant to  a  preexisting  contract  may  be 
used  in  computing  the  percentage  of  lard 
oi  rendered  pork  fat  offered  to  a  govern- 
mental agency  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  paragraph  (b)  (3)  hereof. 

(c)  Records  and  reports.  Every  packer 
subject  to  this  order  shall  keep  an  accu- 
rate record  of  tne  number  of  pounds  of 
lard  and  rendered  pork  fat  produced  dur- 
ing each  weekly  period  and  shall  main- 
tain such  other  records  for  such  periods 
of  time  as  the  Director  may  designate  and 
shall  execute  and  file  such  reports  upon 
such  forms  and  shall  submit  such  infor- 
mation as  the  Director  may  from  time  to 
time  request  or  direct,  and  within  such 
times  as  he  may  prescribe.  (Record  keep- 
ing requiremem.  in  this  order  approved 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget.) 

(d)  Audits  and  inspections.  Every 
packer  subject  to  this  order  shall,  upon 


request,  permit  inspections  at  all  reason- 
able times  of  his  stocks  of  lard  and  ren- 
dered pork  fat,  and  of  the  premises  used 
in  his  business,  and  all  his  books,  records, 
and  accounts  shall,  upon  request,  be  sub- 
mitted to  audit  and  inspection  by  the 
Director. 

(e)  Territorial  scope.  The  provisions 
of  this  order  shall  apply  only  to  the  oper- 
ations of  packers  conducted  within  any 
of  the  48  States  or  the  District  of  Co- 
lumbia. 

(f)  Petition  for  relief  from  hardship. 
Any  person  affected  by  this  order  who 
considers  that  compliance  herewith 
would  work  an  exceptional  and  unrea- 
sonable hardship  on  him  may  petition, 
in  writing  (in  triplicate) ,  for  relief  to 
the  Director,  setting  forth  in  said  peti- 
tion all  pertinent  facts  and  the  nature 
of  the  relief  sought.  The  Director  may 
thereupon  take  such  action  as  he  deems 
appropriate  and  such  action  by  the  Di- 
rector shall  be  final. 

(g)  Violations.  Any  person  who 
willfully  violates  any  provision  of  this 
order  or  who  by  any  act  or  omission 
falsifies  records  to  be  kept  or  informa- 
tion to  be  furnished  pursuant  to  this 
order,  or  who  willfully  conceals  a  mate- 
rial fact  concerning  a  matter  within  the 
scope  of  this  order,  may  be  prohibited 
from  receiving  or  making  further  deliv- 
eries of  any  material  subject  to  alloca- 
tion and  such  further  action  may  be 
taken  against  him  as  the  Director  deems 
appropriate,  including  recommendations 
for  prosecution  under  section  35a  of  the 
Criminal  Code  (18  U.S.C.  1940  ed.  80), 
under  paragraph  5  of  section  301  of 
Title  III  of  the  Second  War  Powers  Act, 
and  under  any  and  all  other  applicable 
laws. 

(h)  Communications  to  Director.  All 
reports  required  to  be  filed  hereunder 
and  all  communications  concerning  this 
order  shall,  unless  otherwise  directed, 
be  addressed  to  Meat  Purchase  Division, 
Livestock  and  Meats  Branch,  Food  Dis- 
tribution Administration,  5  South  Wa- 
bash Avenue,  Chicago,  Illinois,  Ref: 
FD-20. 

(i)  Delegation  of  authority.  The  Di- 
rector is  hereby  designated  to  administer 
the  provisions  of  this  order  and  is  au- 
thorized, notwithstanding  any  of  the 
provisions  hereof,  to  release  any  or  all 
of  the  lard  and  rendered  pork  fat  re- 
quired to  be  set  aside  hereunder. 

(j)  Effective  date.  This  order  shall 
become  effective  on  the  date  of  its  is- 
suance.

rendered  pork  fat 

Food  Distribution  Order  No.  20  (8  P.R. 
1913),  §  1410.1,  issued  under  authority  of 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  February 
11, 1943,  is  amended  as  follows: 

1.  By  deleting  the  first  sentence  in  (b) 
(1)  and  substituting  in  lieu  thereof  the 
following: 

During  such  periods  of  time  as  the  Di- 
rector may  by  order  specify,  every  packer 
shall  set  aside  on  a  calendar  week  basis 
and  hold  for  delivery  to  a  governmental 
agency  a  quantity  of  lard  and  rendered 
pork  fat  equal  to  his  total  weekly  pro- 
duction. 

2.  By  amending  (b)  (3)  thereof  to  read 
as  follows: 

During  any  period  in  which  packers 
are  required  to  set  aside  or  hold  lard  or 


rendered  pork  fat  pursuant  to  an  order 
of  the  Director  issued  hereunder,  any 
packer  who  has  made  an  offer  to  sell,  or 
who  has  sold  or  contracted  to  sell  to  any 
governmental  agency  a  quantity  of  lard 
or  rendered  pork  fat  equivalent  to  such 
percentage  of  his  total  weekly  production 
as  the  Director  may  determine,  may,  at 
his  option,  sell  and  dispose  of  the  re- 
mainder of  such  weekly  production. 

3.  By  amending  (c)  thereof  to  read  as 
follows: 

The  Director  shall  be  entitled  to  ob- 
tain such  information  from,  and  require 
such  reports  and  the  keeping  of  such 
records  by,  any  person,  as  may  be  neces- 
sary or  appropriate,  in  his  discretion,  to 
the  enforcement  or  administration  of 
the  provisions  of  this  order,  subject  to 
approval  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget 
in  accordance  with  the  Federal  Reports 
Act  of  1942. 


Nothing  contained  in  this  amendment 
shall  be  construed  to  affect  the  provis- 
ions of  this  order  with  respect  to  lard  or 
rendered  pork  fat  which  has  been  set 
aside  by  any  packer  prior  to  the  effec- 
tive date  of  this  amendment. 

With  respect  to  violations  of  said  Food 
Distribution  Order  No.  20,  rights  ac- 
crued, or  liabilities  incurred  prior  to  the 
effective  date  of  this  amendment,  said 
Food  Distribution  Order  No.  20  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  in  full  force  and  effect  for 
the  purpose  of  sustaining  any  proper 
suit,  action,  or  other  proceeding  with 
respect  to  any  such  violation,  right,  or 
liability. 

This  order  shall  become  effective  at 
12:01  a.  m.,  e.  w.  t.,  August  1,  1943.

Saturday,  July  31,  1943. 

The  War  Food  Administration  an- 
nounced today  that  the  order  requiring 
Federally-inspected  packers  to  set  aside 
50  percent  of  their  weekly  lard  produc- 
tion for  Government  purchase  has  been 
suspended  effective  tomorrow,  August  1. 

This  action  was  taken,  officials  said, 
because  it  no  longer  is  necessary  to  have 
a  mandatory  order  reserving  lard  for 
Government  use.    Offerings  of  lard  in 


the  past  several  weeks  have  been  more 
than  ample  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
war  procurement  agencies  and  it  is  be- 
lieved that  adequate  supplies  will  now  be 
available  without  the  aid  of  a  set-aside 
order. 

The  suspension  of  the  lard  order  was 
issued  as  Amendment  1,  to  FDO  20.  In 
addition  to  suspending  the  order,  the 
Amendment  gives  the  Director  author- 
ity to  reinstate  the  order  at  any  time. 

Officials  pointed  out  that  last  Febru- 
ary when  the  reservation  order,  Food 


Distribution  Order  No.  20,  was  issued, 
Government  purchases  of  lard  from  Fed- 
erally-inspected plants  were  not  at  lev- 
els high  enough  to  meet  urgent  require- 
ments of  our  Allies. 

Federally-inspected  lard  production 
during  the  6  months  ending  June  30, 1943, 
totalled  953,860,000  pounds  as  compared 
with  a  total  for  the  same  period  last  year 
of  876,860,000  pounds.  The  lard  produced 
in  Federally-inspected  plants  generally 
averages  between  50  and  70  percent  of 
the  total  national  production. 
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
